Forty armed policemen restored order, 
but it is believed serious fighting may 
take place unless marines are landed 
from the United States cruiser Marble- 
head. Gov. Magoon and Captain G. R. 
Shanton, chief of police in the canal 
zone, were prominent at all places dur- 
ing the day, and their presence doubt- 
less prevented much trouble. No dis- 
turbances have been reported another 
places in the republic. The Constitu- 
tional party was victorious in Panama 
city and the provinces of Cocle, Vera- 
gua and Chirit.ui. 


President to Visit Panama. 


Washington, June 25. — President 


•, Roosevelt will visit the isthmus of 
V Panama to make a personal investiga- 
A tion of the work of construction of tho 
^Panama canal. This announcement 


was made at the White House by Sec- 
retary Loeb after a conference with 
the president. It is expected the pres- 
ident will leave Washington for Pan- 
ama the latter part of next October or 
in the early days, of November. He 
will be absent about three weeks. The 


; trip probably will be made on one of 
*the big cruisers of the navy. Beyond 
the bare decision to make the trip, th« 
president. has reached practically no 
conclusions. It is likely he will be ac- 
companied by Secretary Taft and 
Chairman Shonts of the Panama com- 
mission:

Schools In Canaf Zone. 


' * Washington, June 25.—Twenty-three 
public schools with an attendance of 
1,128 pupils,and with 26 teachers, have 
been established in the canal zone by 
the various municipalities under the 
direction of the canal zone govern- 
ment. Five of the six municipalities 
have adopted compulsory education 
laws, and well attended schools are 
developing rapidly in a country which 
knew nothing of free schools before 
the establishment of the canal zone 
government.

Gov. Harris II! At His Home 


In Eaton—Views on 


Politics. 


Eaton, 0., June 25. — Governor An- 


drew Harris was ill Sunday at his 
home, near this town. He suffered 
•from exhaustion and acute indigestion.

that most of his time was spent on a 
couch.- He was ill, not alone from 
overwork and loss of sleep, but, as he 
•aid, his fondness for ice water had 
Jnade discretion falter before desire,

Columbus, 0., June 25. — Governor 


Harris has filed application for mem- 
bership in the Buckeye Republican 
club. The formal election of the gov- 
ernor to membership will be made at 
the next meeting. The governor said 
be would not be ready to appoint a 
secretary for some days, and other ap- 
pointments, of course, will await the 
toaking of this one. The only excep- 
tion is the office of messenger. This 
is to be Charles Williams, a colored 
man of this city. jThe governor said 
again that he had no intention of as- 
suming the right to appoint a lieuten- 
ant governor. He reiterated his views 
because news dispatches stated that 
Senators Foraker and Dick still insist 
that a lieutenant governor ought to be 
appointed and a test case be taken to 
the supreme court. 


Rate Bill, Appropri- 


ations And Other 
Bills Demand Ac- 
tion-The Outlook. 


Washington, June 25.—Measures ex- 


tending federal regulation and control 
have been enacted at the session of 
congress now drawing to a close. The 
railroad rate and the«neat inspection 
bills will soon become laws, and before 
adjournment of congress both houses 
will have passed pure food bills, which, 
though dissimilar in terms, are both 
based on the same principle of federal 
control. It is the present intention to 
try and adjust these differences before 
adjournment. 
There has been no 


marked division on party lines in ef- 
fecting the above results, the differ- 
ences being only as to ways and means 
rather than as to policy. 


Besides branching off into this new 


field of legislative endeavor, the pres- 
ent session of congress has made itself 
important in other ways. It has added 
one and perhaps two new states to the 
Union, and by so doing has disposed 
of four territories. Great results to 
the people are expected from the re- 
moval of the tax on denatured alcohol, 
and if predictions are fulfilled heat, 
light and power are to be supplied by 
alcohol made from the cornfields of the 
country, from sugar beets and sugar 
cane, from fruits and other vegetables. 
By a deft turn of legislative points 
of view the questions which have per- 
plexed congress for some time regard- 
ing the Panama canal have been set- 
tled. The president may dig a lock 
canal as fast as he pleases. A joint 
resolution -was agreed to requiring ca- 
nal supplies to be made of American 
manufacture. 


Congress has not dwelt on the for- 


eign 'Situation to any extent. An act 
making a much-needed reorganization 
of the consular service was passed. 
Nothing was done in the Santo Do- 
mingo controversy and the legislation 
affecting our colonial possessions was 
meager and unimportant, although 
tariff revision for the Philippines re- 
ceived the attention and approval of 
the house, and an act was passed re- 
' vising the tariff collected by the Phil- 
ippine government. A coinage act for 
the islands also was passed. 


Adjournment of Congress. 


Washington, June 25.—Senator Hale, 


who in the absence of Senator Allison 
is acting as chairman of the senate 
committee 
on , appropriations, ex- 


presses confidence in the final adjourn- 
ment of congress before the close of 
the present week. His program will 
be to urge the consideration of appro- 
priation bills and conference reports

death of Governor John M. rattison 
the state of Ohio passes through a po- 
litical metamorphosis unlike any in 
the history of the commonwealth. It 
in the second vacancy in the office ot 
governor to be caused by death, six 
other vacancies having aiisen by res- 
, ignation. This time "the course of hu- 
nan events" witnesses a 
complete 


revolution in political control resulting 
from the expressed choice of the peo- 
ple at the polls in a single election, 
for the people elected a Republican 
lieutenant governor at the same time 
they elected a Democratic governor. 


Had the entire Democratic \ticket, or 


'only his running mate, been elected 
»with him, Governor Pattison would 


have been succeeded 
by Lewis 
B. 


Houck as, acting governor, a position 
be has tentatively occupied as the gov- 
ernor's secretary on account of 
the 


fovernor's illness.

would have, marked no deviation from 
th« administrative policy instituted by 


WILLIAM n. TAFT.

followed in due course. 


Now all this is arrested by the hand 


that laid low the fifth Democratic gov- 
ernor Ohio has had in half a century, 
almost on the very threshold of his 
administration. It is even likely that 
some acts of the Pattison regime will 
be undone under the Harris regime, 
especially in the reorganization 
of 


•tate institutions under way. It will 
naturally follow that there will be a 
complete change in the executive staff, 
for these are personal appointments of 
the executive.

Since the obsequies are over 
these 


tary Taft will be invited by the Repub- 
licans to take part in the stumping 
program. 
This is on account of the 


speech Secretary Taft made at Akron, 
in which he scored George B Cox, and 
to that extent ai<!< .1 in the overthrow 
of Cox. and also on account 
of his

state auditor's office from all the coun 
ties it will be impossible to know just 
how many saloons in Ohio went out of 
business on acconht of the Aikin tax 
The lesult here in Franklin county and 
the capital is hardly a criterion, yet 
the falling off of saloons was quite 
heavy, a total of 139 in the city and 
eight in the comity county outside of 
Columbus having succumbed. 
Out of 


those who gave notice that they would 
renew their licenses only one 1n the 
county and 15 in the city failed to do 
so. The tax for the first six months of 
the year was paid for 45 saloons in the 
county outside of Columbus and for 
522 saloons in the city. The amount 
collected was approximately $284.500, 
which is somewhat more than the total 
collection will be. as all rebates aris- 
ing from the closing of saloons will 
come out of that amount. 
After 73 


days, which is the time covered by-the- 
$200 of the tax which the law says can 
not be rebated, it is estimated that a 
number of the saloons will go out of 
business and more will follow at the 
end of the first six months. 


Many, if not all. paid the tax under 


protest, and reports show that 
this 


plan was followed 
pretty 
generally 


throughout the state, in the hope that 
the suit begun in Cincinnati to test 
the Aikin tax may be sustained in the 
courts, or that some- of the various 
tests which may be attempted in other 
cities will insult in defeat of the law.

of the foreign commerce of the United 
States, contained in a bulletin Issued 
by the department of commerce aad 
labor, says that in the fiscal year 1905 
48 per cent of the imports into the 
United States was drawn from Europe. 
20 per cent from North America, 13 
per cent from South America. If'per 
oent 
from Asia, 2 per cent from 


Oceanica and 1 per cent from Africa. 
Of the exports from the United States 
in the same year 67 per cent went t6 
Europe, 1? per cent to North America. 
4 per cent to South America, 8 per 
cent to Asia, 2 per cent to Oceanica 
and 1 per cent to Africa. A compari- 
son with the figures of earlier years 
shows a gradual decline in the share 
of our imports supplied by Europe and 
In the share which Europe takes of 
our products.

St. Petersburg, June 23. — A news- 


paper correspondent at Moscow says 
that the sound of intermittent firing 
of field guns and rifle volleys was 
heard for an hour outside the town, m 
the direction of Khodinka plain. It 
was impossible to secure details, but 
the correspondent says there has been 
an enormous meeting of discontented 
soldiers of the Moscow garrison and 
they were being dispersed by aitillery. 


The Conservative Centrist party in 


the council of the empire, which was 
organised leceutly with the avowed 
purpose of attempting to supplant 
the Goreinykin ministiy by a cabinet 
chosen from the Octoberibts, the Dem- 
ocratic Reform and the Constitutional 
Democratic parties, have joined in the 
chorus demanding the resignation of 
the cabinet. 
M. Yermoleff, formerly 


minister of agriculture, gave out an in- 
terview saying the present situation is 
impossible, and that it is evident if 
the actual ministry can do nothing for 
the pacification of the country it 
should be replaced by a cabinet in 
which the more moderate elements of 
parliament aic given places. The sit- 
uation, M. Yermaloff added, is so tense 
that any attempt of administration to 
array itselt in open opposition to pai- 
liament can result only in dhastei. 
M. Yormaloff, who io a fehicwd poli- 
tician, has now nothing but honeyed 
words for parliament, which, though 
containing revolutionary elements, he 
says is the tiuu reflection of the senti- 
ment of the country, and evidently he 
is laying wires and working foi a con- 
nection between the majorities of the 
two houses of pai liament under a ie- 
sponsiblo ministiy. He is thought to 
have his eye on his old portfolio in 
such a cabinet. 


Though M. Yermaloff and his party, 


in the program published, adhere to 
nominal opposition to the principle of 
expropriation, fliey concede the neces- 
sity of satisfying the land hunger of 
the peasantry, and adopt the idea of j 
the creation of local commissions for 
the solutjoa of the problem in accord- 
ance with local needs, theicby endors- 
ing the principle on which all factions 
In the lower house—the Constitutional 
Dcmocrato. the 
Group of Toil, the 


Poles and, the Conservatives — aie 
tending to concentrate. 
With regard 


to the Jews, M. Yermaloff believes the 
Semite question can be settled by the 
abolishment of the pale and the grant- 
ing of equal rights to Jews, but he 
favors certain restrictions. 


Should the sentiment of the Centrist 


party be formally accepted by the 
council of the empire, It would be im- 
possible for Emperor Nicholas to dis- 
regard it. There are Indications that 
Premier Goreinykin is wearying of his 
position, but the retirement of the cab- 
inet is apparently not a matter of the 
immediate future; and repoits pub- 
lished abroad that the minlsteis all 
wish to resign, but that the emperor 
can not decide to accept their resigna- 
tions, is untrue. Nothing is fuither 
from the thoughts of the majoilty of 
the ministers than voluntary abandon- 
ment of their portfolios.
